The enfeebled baron was sum- 
moned dramatically from 14 years 
of retirement, forced by the mili- 
tarists whom he opposed, to be- 
come Premier of Japan. 

He promised Emperor Hirohito 
to “do my best” to form a cabinet 
that would meet with the approval 
of Allied occupation authorities. 
Premier Prince Higashi-kuni and 
the first postwar cabinet resigned 
en bloc yesterday because they 
were unable or unwilling to put 
into effect sweeping measures de- 
signed to substitute democratic 
freedom for feudalism in Japan.

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BYRNES TEXT: ‘A PEOPLES’ WAR-IT MUST BE PEOPLES’ PEACE’ 


‘Veto Power Should Not Be Used 
By U.S. or Any Nation to Coerce 


| Judgment of 


Fellow States’ 


‘Lasting Settlement Cannot Be Secured by 
Procedural Maneuverings Which Obscure 
Real and Vital Issues.’ 


- 
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The first session of the Council 
of Foreign Ministers closed in a 
stalemate. But that need not, and 
should not, deprive us of a second 
and better chance to get on with 
the peace. 

In the past I have been both 
criticized and commended for be- 
ing a compromiser. I confess 
that I do believe that peace and 
political progress in international 
affairs, as in domesti@ affairs, de- 
pend upon intelligent compromise. 
The United States delegation act- 
ed in that spirit at Berlin. We 
acted in that spirit at London. 
And we shall continue to act in 
that spirit at future conferences, 

That spirit is essential in inter- 
national conferences where action 
can be taken only by unanimous 
agreement. When any one mem- 
ber can prevent agreement, com- 
promise is a necessity. Men and 
* women who have served on a jury 
can appreciate that. 

Compromise, however, does not 
mean surrender, and compromise 
unlike surrender requires the as- 
sent of more than one party. 


The difficulties encountered 
at the London conference will, 
I hope, impress upon: the peoples 
of all countries, including our 
own people, the hard reality 
that none of us can expect to 
write the peace in our own way. 
If this hard reality is accepted 
by statesmen and peoples at an 
early stage of the peace-making 
process, it may at later stages 
save us and save the peace of 
the world from the disastrous 
effects of disillusionment and 
intransigences. 


U. S. Unity Essential. 


Regardless of how Americans 
may differ as to domestic policies, 
they desire unity in our foreign 
policies. This unity will be es- 
sential in the days ahead of us 
when we may expect differences 
in views by various governments 
as to peace settlements. However, 
the political party in power can- 
not expect this unity unless it 
freely consults representatives of 
the opposing political party. 

Believing this, I requested Mr. 
John Foster Dulles, one of the 
best-informed Americans in the 
field of foreign relations and a 
loyal Republican, to accompany 
me to London in an advisory ca- 
pacity. He has been more than 
an adviser; he has been a partner. 
Between us there have been no 
secrets. At the council table and 
in private eonference he has par- 
ticipated in the making of all de- 
cisions. Our accord serves to show 
that in foreign affairs Republi- 
cans and Democrats can work to- 
gether and that in vital matters 
of foreign policy we Americans 
are united. 

When it was agreed at Berlin 
to establish the council of foreign 
ministers I think we all had in 
mind the precedent of the Dum- 
barton Oaks conference. There, 
representatives of Great Britain, 
the Soviet Union, China and the 
United States worked together to 
prepare draft proposals for the 
United Nations charter as a basis 
for discussion with other nations. 
France was not present at Dum- 
barton Oaks only because France 
had not yet been liberated. Her 
right to permanent membership 
on the United Nations security 
council was not questioned. 


Purpose of Council. 

Experience reveals that a cer- 
tain degree of understanding 
among the major powers is essen- 
tial to secure general agreement 
among many nations. When un- 
derstanding among the great pow- 
ers is not achieved in advance of 
a conference participated in by 
many nations, it usually has to 
be secured informally during the 
conference. 

At the Versailles Conference, for 
example, it took the Big Three 
and the Big Five so long to agree 
among themselves that the com- 
plaint was made that the smaller 
* powers had little more time to 
' consider the treaty than was 
given to the Germans. 

The Berlin agreements  en- 
visaged the naming of high- 
ranking deputies who could carry 
on the work of the council in the 
absence of their chiefs, the for- 
‘ eign secretaries. The- council, as 
President Truman and I under- 
stood it, was to be a sort of com- 
bined staff to explore the prob- 
lems and prepare proposals for 
the final peace seftlements. 

At Berlin it certainly was never 
intended that the three powers 
present or the five powers con- 
stituting the council should take 
unto themselves the making of 
the final peace. The Berlin dec- 
laration setting up the council 
begins with the statement “the

Exploratory Work.

This work was exploratory—to 
find out on what points we were 
in agreement, on what points we 
differed, and: on what points fur- 
ther study and data were required. 
It is a little naive to suppose that 
when really vital differences 
emerge, one nation or another is 
likely to abandon its position on 
the first interchange of views. 

At this stage it is as important 
to know and understand wherein 
we and our Allies differ as where- 
in we agree. We must understand 
our points of difference before we 
can intelligently consider means 
of reconciling them. 

So far as the Italian treaty was 
concerned I think we made very 
good progress toward agreement 
on directives to govern the work 
of our deputies, 

There was ready acceptance of 
our proposal that Italy should un- 
dertake to maintain a bill of 
rights which will secure the free- 
doms of speech, religious worship, 
political belief and public meeting 
envisaged for Italy in the Moscow 
declaration of November, 1943, and 
which will confirm the human 


United Nations, 


There was some difference 
among the conferees at the start 
as to providing for the limitation 
of armaments. But it was our 
feeling that Italy should rely on 
the United Nations for protection 
against aggression and should not 
engage in competition in arma- 
ments when all her resources are 
badly needed to restore her civil- 
economy. And this view 
gained general acceptance. 


Status of Colonies. 


While the very controversial 
boundary dispute between Yugo- 
slavia and Italy was not settled, 
it was encouraging to find that it 
was possible to agree that the line. 
should in the main be governed 
by ethnic considerations and that, | 
regardles§ of its sovereignty, there | 
should bea free port at Trieste! 
under international control. 

The council was in general 
agreement that the Dodecanese 
Islands should go to Greece, al- 
though the assent of one member 
was qualified pending the study of 
certain questions by his govern- 
ment, 

There was general agreement 
that the Italian colonies should 
come under the trusteeship provi- 
sions of the d Nations Char- 
ter. Various views were  ‘x- 
pressed as to the preferred form 
of trusteeship for the colonies. 
The American delegation was 
particularly gratified that the di- 
rective to the deputies, while not 
restricting .their studies, called for 
special consideration of the Amer- 
ican proposal for a truly interna- 
tional administration directly re 
sponsible to the United Nations 
with a view to the attainment of 
the greatest degree of independ- 
ence of the inhabitants of two of 
the colonies at the end of 10 years 
and independence for the people 
of a third colony at as early a 
date as possible. 

This proposal was presented by 
the American delegation when the 
Italian treaty first was taken up 
and was consistently adhered to. 

It is our view that the object of 
a trusteeship should be to promote 
the self-government of the people 
of a colony and not to enrich a 
trustee or increase its economic or 
military power. 

It was also agreed that Italian 
sovereignty should be restored on 
the conclusion of the treaty so 
that foreign troops may be with- 
drawn and, except as specially 
provided in the treaty, foreign 
controls within Italy terminated. 


No Reparations Accord. 


There was no definite under- 
standing on reparations. The 
United States took the position 
that Italy could not pay anything 
like $600,000,000. Apart from cer- 
tain foreign assets, she should be 
required to pay as reparations 
only such factory and tool equip- 
ment designed for the manufac- 
ture of war implements 
are not required for the limited 


to her and which cannot be read- 
ily converted to peaceful purposes. 
If she is stripped of more, then 
her economy cannot be restored. 
We have contributed several 
hundred million dollars for the 
relief of the Italian people. Their 
condition is deplorable. We must 
continue to help them. But we 
cannot contribute more millions 
if those millions are to be used 
to enable Italy to pay reparations 
to other governments. We did 
that for Germany after the last 
war. We shall not do it again. 
Substantial progress was also 
made on the directives for the

Soviet Misconception. 


Before work could be com- 
'menced upon the directives for the

Before taking up these pro- 
cedural difficulties I should say a 
few words about the Soviet dele- 
gation’s disappointment with the 


‘failure of Great Britain and the 
| United States to recognize the Bul- 
garian and Romanian govern- 
‘ments, , 
| The thought apparently existg in 
their minds that our government 
objects to these governments be- 
cause they are friendly to the So- 
viet Union and that our unwilling- 
‘ness to recognize these govern- 
ments is a manifestation of un- 
friendliness to the Soviet Union. 
There could be no greater mis- 
conception of our attitude. I was 
‘at Yalta. The Yalta declaration on 
‘the liberated and ex-satellite coun- 
tries was based on a proposal sub- 
mitted by President Roosevelt. 
/Under it the Allied powers, includ- 
ing the Soviet Union, assumed the 
responsibility of concerting their 
policies to assist in the establish- 
ment of interim governments 
broadly representative of all gn 
n 
‘the population and pledged to the 
earliest possible establishment 
through free elections of govern- 
ments responsive to the will of the 
people. That pledge cannot be ful- 
filled in countries where freedom 
of speech and of assembly are de- 
nied. 
| That policy sponsored by Presi- 
‘dent Roosevelt was America’s pol- 
icy and remains America’s policy. 
We are well aware that no gov- 
‘ernment is perfect and that the 
| representative character of any 
provisional government will al- 
ways be subject to debate. We do 
‘not demand perfection where per- 
‘fection igs unobtainable. 
In an effort to concert our pol- 
icies with our Allies we have tried 
‘to show a spirit of conciliation. 
‘Certainly we did not make unduly 
exacting the requirements we set 
| before we recognized the provi- 
sional Polish government or the 
‘conditions ,which we have pro- 
osed as ao asis for the recogni- 
tion of the provisional Hungarian 
| government. 


‘No Desire to Dictate. 


| And I hope that as the result of 
efforts now being made by the 
provisional Austrian Government 
to broaden its representation, we 
‘may soon be able to recognize 
that Government. 

| At Berlin we stated we would 
examine in the near future, in the 
ight of prevailing conditions, the 
question of recognition of Roma- 
nia and Bulgaria. We have inves- 
tigated and we shall continue to 
‘investigate. But we cannot know 
‘whether conditions justify recog- 
nition unless our political repre- 
sentatives are fully informed and 
unless our news correspondents 
‘are permitted freely to enter coun- 
‘tries and freely to send their 
stories uncensored. 

We do not seek to dictate the 
internal affairs of any people. 
We only reserve ourselves the 
right to refuse to recognize gov- 
ernments if after investigation 
we conclude they have not given 
to the people the rights pledged 
to them in the Yalta agreement 
and in the Atlantic Charter. 

The peace of Europe depends 
upon the existence of friendly re- 
lations between the Soviet Union 
and its European neighbors, and 
two wars in one generation have 
convinced the American people 
that they have a very vital in- 
terest in the maintenance of 
peace in Europe. 

The American Government 
shares the desire of the Soviet 
Union to have governments 
friendly to the Soviet Union in 
eastern and central Europe. 

But lasting peace depends not 
only upon friendship between 
governments, but upon friend- 
ship between peoples. 

Had it not been for the diffi- 
culties experienced by the Al- 
lied governments in agreeing 
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upon a common policy in regard 
to the recognition of the gov- 
ernments of Romania and Bul- 
guria, a more conciliatory spirit 
might greatly have prevailed, 
and might greatly have helped 
to overcome the procedural dif- 
ficulties of the council, 

No one present at the council 
on Sept. 11 questioned the decision 
taken by the council that day in- 
viting all five members to be pres- 
ent at all meetings. 

Directives for the Italian treaty 
were under discussion for several 
days with China, not a party to 
the surrender terms, present, par- 
ticipating in the discussion, but 
not voting. No one objected. 

Directives for the Finnish treaty 
were then considered, with the 
United States, France and China 
present but not voting. No one 
objected. 

Directives for the Romanian 
treaty and then for the Bulgarian 
treaty were considered, with 
France and China present but not 
voting. No one objected, 


Protest by Russians. 


It was only on Sept. 22 that the 
Soviet delegation took the position 
that the decision of the council on 
Sept. 11 violated the Berlin agree- 
ment. 

It will be recalled that the Ber- 
lin agreement set up a council of 
the Soviet Union, Great Britain, 
France, China and the United 
States to undertake the necessary 
preparatory work for the peace 
settlements; It provided that the 
council should draw up, with a 
view to their submission to the 
United Nations, peace treaties 
with Italy, Romania, Bulgaria, 
Hungary, and Finland, 


It provided that in the dis- 
charge of these tasks the council 
will be composed of members rep- 
resenting those states which were 
signatory to the terms of sur- 
render imposed upon the enemy 
state concerned, and for the pur- 
pose of the Italian settlement, 
France should be regarded as 
signatory to the surrender terms. 


The Berlin agreement further 
provided that other members of 
the council will be invited to par- 
ticipate when matters - directly 
concerning them are under dis- 
cussion. 

This distinction between mem- 
bers of the council who were par- 
ties to the surrender terms and 
those who were not, was not part 
of the original American proposal 
and was reluctantly accepted by 
us. We were fully aware that a 
member would not have the right 
to vote if not a party to the sur- 
render terms, but we understood 
from the exchange of views at 
the table that all members would 
be allowed to participate in all 
discussions in the council. 

It certainly never occurred to 
President Truman or myself, that 
any of the five members of the 
council, who are also the five per- 
manent members of the United 
Nations security council which 
is charged with the responsibility 
for maintaining the peace which 
the Council of Foreign Mirfisters 
is preparing, would not be invited 
to be present during the discus- 
sions of the treaties. 

Such exclusion of two permanent 
members of the security council 
would not promote the harmonious 
relations essential to the success 
of the United Nations organiza- 
tion, 


Soviet Group Insistent. 


The Soviet delegation’s position 
was not simply that they wished 
to withdraw the invitation § to 
China and France to participate 
without right to vote.

Although this construction of the 
Berlin agreement did not accord

The appointment has given rise 
to speculation that the new gov- 
ernment would be short-lived, 
Shidehara had said he feared he 
was too old for such a responsi- 
bility. Sources at Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s headquarters considered 
it likely that the Japanese are 
holding the strongest man for a 
future cabinet. 

Some obserbers expressed the 
thought that the recall to the gov- 
ernment of the aged but interna- 
tionally known diplomat would 
give considerable impetus to Jap 
anese liberal groups—as_ distin- 
guished from socialists and com- 
munists. 

Shidehara waged a strong fight 
against imperialistic militarists in 
the late 1920s and early 1930s dur~ 
ing a series of crises over the Jap- 
anese expansion to the Asiatio 
continent, 

He was councillor at the Japa- 
nese embassy in Washington be- 
fore the First World War and 
served as Japan's ambassador 
there from 1919 to 1922.

In Defense of Higher Wages 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Arthur Jobson complains in this col- 
umn of what he terms an effort to 
maintain or increase “the present in- 
flated wartime wage scale.” Moreover, 
he claims, “anything like high wages in 
unionized industry ... is certain to in- 
crease the cost of things now urgently 
needed by civilians.” 

In a few isolated cases, maybe war 
plant wages were high. But in the main, 
those who brought home big pay checks 
had to work long stretches of overtime 
to get them. It was common to see war 
workers asleep on busses and street 
cars, exhausted, on the way home. 

Has Mr. Jobson heard of the effort to 
pass a Missouri law for a modest mini- 
mum wage of 40 cents an hour in intra- 
state industry, as a result of an authori- 
tative survey which revealed that over 
17,000 men and women in this State were 
toiling for less than that? Do wages be- 
low 40 cents tumble into Mr. Jobson’s 
category of “inflated” wages? 

Senator Ellender of Louisiana recent- 
ly appeared at a Senate Committee hear- 
ing to oppose a pending bill to raise the 
minimum wage to 65 cents an hour ($26 
for a 40-hour week), “It might destroy 
Southern industry,” Ellender said. 

Before the Federal Wage and Hour 
Act fixed 40 cents as the minimum, El- 
lender added, New Orleans had four 
clothing factories. Since being forced to 
pay 40 cents ($16 a week), Ellender says 
that only one of the four plants remains, 
What was the wage rate before the 40- 
cent level was set? Was it “inflated”? 

As to union wages being to blame for 
high commodity prices, I point out that 
wages were frozen under the Little Steel 
Formula at 15 per cent above the rates 
received on Jan. 1, 1941. Government 
statistics show that living costs in gen- 
eral have climbed more than 40 per cent. 
I ask Mr. Jobson how a 15 per cent 
wage rise could result in price rises of 
over 40 per cent. Wages could not pos- 
sibly have been responsible. 

Mr. Jobson need not fear that decent 
wage levels will lock the gate to Amer- 
ican prosperity. No nation ever has or 
can become prosperous by pauperizing 
its toiling masses.

On the other hand, you have the man 
past 70, with an income of less than 
$100 a month, who owns a small home 
with a mortgage on it and has a wife 
to support, taxes, interest and the in- 
grease in cost of living to pay. What 
is going to become of him? O. B. 


- Toward Atomic Control 


Because one small bomb dropped on Hiro- 
shima blasted all our notions of physical force 
and international relations into obsoleteness, 
nothing any human being can say now will 
point a clear way how to live with the new 
prodigy of atomic energy. President Truman s 


message to Congress, in fact, lights up only a. 


subsidiary area of the problem. 

His proposal for domestic management does 
seem what the occasion calls for. In deference 
to the awful force involved, the whole develop- 
ment—raw materials, research, production—will 
be under iron regulation by a Federal commis- 
sion. At the same time, private enterprise, 
which has contributed greatly in the progress up 
to date, will be allowed to play a generous part 
in the further development and application of 
nuclear energy. 

As to the major policies of the control com- 
mission, Mr. Truman's proposals are good 
though not inclusive. Research should continue 
on an intense scale, and with whatever Federal 
aid it needs. There is every reason, too, for 
Congress to order continued large-scale produc- 
tion of U-235 in Tennessee and plutonium in 
Washington. The products can evidently be 
stockpiled, and a variety of Americans and for- 
eigners will want to explore their applications 
in industry and further pure research. 

So far, excellent. One may take serious ex- 
ception, however, to Mr. Truman’s statement 
that the domestic problem is the more urgent. 
His proposed pacts to prevent frightened arma- 
ment races by outlawing the use of atomic 
energy in war can, at best, stay the misgivings 
of have-not nations only for a short time. It 
is of the first urgency, therefore, that a stronger 
stay be found and put into effect. 

Scientific testimony does not seem to justify 
Mr. Truman’s hope that we can give away the 
secret for peacetime application without others 
discovering how to use it in deadly weapons. 
The important thing, however, is that he does 
come out for a policy of sharing. Whatever 
part of the development remains our exclusive 
possession will not remain so long in any event. 
That argues for making it available under our 
own terms. 

Any attempt to delay revelation unduly could 
only lead to ill feeling and the end of all hopes 
for international harmony. There would be 
more such wry jests as Molotov’s that the atomic 
bomb relieved the United States from any neces- 
sity to bargain—and with more substance. That 
way of extorted concession could only mean sick 
setback to the world’s hope of peace. 

Congress and the people, we believe, will 
accept that conclusion. But on what terms shall 
the disclosures be made to protect the world’s 
security and our own? Here is such a problem 
as even a very mature concert of nations might 
find heavy going. It is dropped not into a 
mature concert but into one hardly born, whose 
members still entertain disturbing reservations 
about their desire to agree. Obviously, the 
United Nations as of today are not qualified 
for the custodianship. But—and rather soon—a 
safe and competent system of international cus- 
todianship needs to be found. 

So Mr. Truman has admirably simplified the 
easier problem but left the hard one hardly 
touched. The hope is that now his proposal is 
made, the ensuing debate will narrow the area 
of doubts and indecision much further—that we 
will presently succeed in reshaping our thoughts 
and political institutions. to the imperative of 
this new age. For it hardly seems necessary to 
repeat, assuming that mankind is really not 
afflicted with an incurable fever of suicide, that 
the stake is worth the effort. 
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Another Good Aviation Visien 

Naturally, civic pride and commercial interest 
alike will be pleasantly stimulated by the Muni- 
cipal Airport Commission’s recommendation that 
St. Louis move at once to become a terminal for 
international air lines, without waiting for more 
adequate ground facilities. As a matter of fact, 
the logic of geography discloses no reason why 
St. Louis, which has become a great railway and 
highway crossroads because of its central loca- 
tion, should not do likewise with both domestic 
and international air traffic. 

There is a difference, however, between the 
idea of international aviation and international 
aviation itself. Aviation is young, plastic and 
highly competitive, and no one gives away any- 
thing to anybody. The rewards are to the swift; 
the race for position is to the strong. St. Louis 
should know something about that by now. 

St. Louisans have seen in these latter years 
a whole galaxy of impeccably bright ideas for 
the city’s aviation future die under bushels of 
indecision and indifference They will not throw 
up their hats for this latest one until they see 
much more than a recommendation. That the 
spirit in St. Louis which gave wings to a man 
named Lindbergh back in 1927 is still alive, we 
do not doubt. It is manifested again in this latest 
vision. But what has become of the follow- 
through that gets the results? 
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Extravagance Answers Extravagance 


The fact that the general 30 per cent wage . 


increase sought by the United Auto Workers is 
arbitrary and probably dangerous, provoking 
though it may be to those who receive the de- 
mand, does not justify counter-contentions which 
the facts will not support. It is more than ques- 
tionable, to be specific, that C. E. Wilson, Gen- 
eral Motors president, can support his statement 
that the increase would cause 30 per cent higher 
costs and require 30 per cent higher prices. 
Even if 30 per cent raises for GM employes 
led in the end to 30 per cent higher prices on 
everything GM purchases (which is doubtful), 
the price of automobiles would still not have to 
go up 30 per cent. A large part of production 
cost is independent of wage rates and material 
prices. Interest on investment is independent. 
So are wear and tear of machinery, and obso- 
lescence. So are certain services and property 
taxes and Mr. Wilson’s own salary. So are a 
host of other costs. ' 
It appears that 30 per cent higher wages 
would indeed require materially higher prices, 
and higher prices are to be avoided most strenu- 
ously at this time. The wage increase would 
necessitate 30 per cent price increases, however, 
only if GM decided to make this an occasion 
to lift its profits by more than 30 per cent. At 
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this point, of course, the implication of Mr. Wil- 
son’s statement plays him squarely into the 
hands of the labor leaders who are recklessly 
contending that employers are out for inflated 
profits even if they lead to serious general eco- 
nomic difficulty, 

Actually, we hardly think Mr. Wilson intended 
that implication, But arbitrariness has led to 
extravagant statements, and now there will prob- 
ably be further attacks by the union on Mr. 
Wilson’s attempt to “improve” a case that al- 
ready looked pretty good from the outside. 
That kind of sport gets matters nowhere. Both 
sides, it appears, are somewhat too busy court- 
ing public favor with impulsive statements. How 
can there be a peaceful settlement until they 
turn instead to the business of bargaining? 


A Hole in the Ordinance? 


We hope that the city’s intended appeal from 
yesterday's decision of Circuit Judge Connor, 
holding that solid-fuel permits cannot be re- 
voked under the public welfare clause, will put 
a long-deserved quietus on one of the noisiest 
and wriggliest resisters of smoke elimination and 
of regulations to safeguard the coal-consuming 
public—Louis L. Horen, president of the Tri- 
angle Fuel Co, 

City Counselor Stemmler doesn’t think the 
loss would mean a lot to the enforcement of the 
smoke elimination ordinance, Permits can still 
be revoked for violations of the ordinance. 
But Triangle’s case serves at least two useful 
purposes: First, to point the way to remedying 


. a possible minor weakness in the ordinance; sec- 


ond, to call the Triangle Fuel Co. again to pub- 
lic notice and renew the question whether it 
should enjoy a city permit to sell solid fuels. 
Triangle was found guilty in Federal court 
last year of conspiring to sell mine-run coal as 
egg and lump, and of violating OPA price ceil- 
ings. When Smoke Commissioner Carter rec- 
ommended that its permit be suspended, it re- 
sorted to every harassing tactic in the law 
books to prevent a Mearing of the recommenda- 
tion on its merits, and succeeded. Its maneuver- 
ings included an application for a permit by the 
Lincoln Coal Co., which was refysed when Pub- 
lic Service Director McBride said its president 
was Horen’s sister-in-law and its address was 
the same as Triangle’s, Last April the city suc- 


‘ceeded in revoking the permit. 


Are these the business practices that protect 
the consumer, that make the operation of the 
smoke elimination ordinance smooth, that de- 
serve the stamp of approval of the city govern- 
ment? They are not. The Triangle Fuel Co, 
has amply demonstrated itself to be not the kind 
of concern that deserves to be entrusted with 
the conduct of a type of business so intimately 
related to the public welfare. . 

If the smoke elimination ordinance did not 
permit the city government to weed out the 
practices in which Triangle has been a persistent 
offender, it would have to be amended to af- 
ford that power, 
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Wrong Impression, Please 

The strike of telephone employes yesterday 
was intended to impress the telephoner with the 
power of the striking employes. Maybe we just 
don’t get it, but all afternoon, as we dialed one 
local call after another and they went through 
perfectly, we kept on being impressed with the 
power of the operatorless, fully non-striking dial 
system. 
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More Light on the General Staff 


The role of the German General Staff as con- 
stant plotters of war is confirmed anew in the 
previously secret material on Reich resourtes 
just published by the Foreign Economic Admin- 
istration. | 

One of Germany’s most dangerous assets was 
an industrial system. prepared years ahead to 
meet the needs of war. The industrialists were 
full partners of the war makers, and the FEA 
report gives the background of the partnership. 
After the General Staff was ordered abolished 
by the Versailles Treaty, it went underground 
and used the National Archives as a false front, 
behind which its members were supposed to be 
engaged in writing a history of the war, The 
report says: 

They did publish some volumes on the 
military events, but their primary work was 
analysis of the cause of the defeat and plan- 
ning for the next war. Few defects were 
found in German arms and military strategy; 


the main weakness discovered was in the 
field of war economics, 


So the General Staff ordered the weaknesses 
corrected in preparation for World War II, and 
German industry co-operated so well that the 
armed forces came very near to victory. 

This historical fact, brought to public atten- 
tion by a Federal agency, is just one of many 
reasons for trying General Staff members as 
major war criminals, If they escape again, they 
will inevitably attempt to repeat their past per- 
formance. How much more evidence is needed 
before the war-crimes prosect&ttors definitely de- 
cide that these men are even more culpable than 
the Nazi leaders, Gestapo and SS men, on whgm 
attention has been concentrated, and should go 
on trial for their lives as soon as possible? 
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A Failure to Bargain 

The strike of some 100 hydro-plant operators 
of the Lower Colorado River Authority in Texas 
was intolerable, involving, as it did, the safety 
and health of whole communities, but it was pro- 
voked by a situation which itself was intolerable. 
The Lower Colorado River Authority, an agency 
of the State of Texas, refused to bargain with 
the employes. 

The reason given by the agency for its in- 
transigent attitude was that as an arm of the 
state government, it was not empowered to do 
so. If that is the case, it should be so em- 
powered, for it is engaged in a business, the 
production of electric power, and is under obli- 
gations common to business, one of which is fair 
dealings with employes. 

The Tennessee Valley Authority deals with 
labor unions, and has been outstandingly suc- 
cessful at it. If this corporation of the Federal 
Government can handle labor relationships suc- 
cessfully on a huge scale, the Lower Colorado 
River Authority ought to be able to do it on 
the limited scale which is its province.

I am enclosing a copy of the first air- 
mail letter to come to me from Prague. It 
is just a minor matter in which only a 
group, I take it, of our occupation forces 
have allowed their easy conquest of Ger- 
man frauleins to get the best of their judg- 
ment, But the feeling these few are cre- 
ating among a people who have already 
Suffered all human beings can stand with 
Lidice, etc., during the German occupation, 
is not consistent with the justice and fair- 
ness we Americans pride ourselves on, 


Neither is it just for the larger portion 
of our occupation in Czechia to be thus 
represented by this small clique of love-sick 
swains, especially in the present campaign 
that the Germans still residing in the West- 
ern occupation zone have unleashed in our 
American press, - They have money and in- 
fluence that enable them to get into Amer- 
ican print, The Czechs haven't. 


Yet if this war was fought on the prin- 
ciples of the Atlantic Charter, this is afar 
cry from it. 
Small nations, what place have they in 
this world?

PRAGUE, May 30. 

Perhaps you in America have heard of 
the discord that took place between the 
inhabitants and the American Army which 
has occupied Western Czechia. We regret 
this immensely, and do not wish to be re- 
garded by the Americans as ungrateful. 
The cause of the trouble is twofold, and we 
acknowledge that the first is something 
the Americans couldn’t help, 


When, during the Prague uprising of the 
people on May 5 to 10, the Prague radio 
called for help to the United Armies, we 
knew that the armies of Gen, Patton had 
occupied Pilsen, And inasmuch as a beau- 
tiful automobile road of only 10 kilometers 
leads from there to Prague, we could have 
expected that Americans would arrive with 
help in a few hours. 


Germans in the meantime were setting 
fire to historic buildings in Prague and 
torturing the civilian inhabitants, as only 
Germans know how: The Americans oc- 
cupied Rokycany and went not a foot far- 
ther. 


They Waited In Terror 


We here for four days and four nights 
weren't sure of our lives. The Russians 
were somewhere far to the north, and the 
announcer for the British Broadcasting 
Corp., Mr, Creck, imploringly called through 
the radio to his countrymen and to Ameri- 
cans for help. That was when we were 
down on Americans, because their useless 
stop in Rokycany was inexplainable to us. 


Only later, when everything was decided 
without them, when the Russians on Sta- 
lin’s order were rushing at breakneck speed 
from Berlin to the aid of Prague, arriving, 
of course, not until May 9, did we learn that 
Rokycany was the demarcation line be- 
tween the American and Russian occupa- 
tion zones, They could not tell us before 
because it was a military secret, formulated 
likely at the Crimean Conference. 


We understand the explanation, but the 
bitterness remains. (An explainable bitter- 
ness: 15,000 civillaans—men, women and 
children—were murdered by the Germans 
because of the failure of help to arrive be-

Another thing that bears against the 
Americans is that all fleeing Germans had 
but one longing: to be prisoners of the 
Americans. As you know, even the monster 
Karl H, Frank ran for the American lines 
at the last. We ourselves know that the Rus- 
sians treat prisoners well. They most cer- 
tainly do not pay the Germans back for 
how they dealt with Russian prisoners. 
But that confidence in Americans that is 
shared by all Germans, that is what com- 
promises the Americans. We hold this de- 
votion against them, 


And to add to it there is something about 
the American-English occupation of the 
Western corner of Czechia. Americans who 
are there do not have the experience that 
we have, that the French have, that the 
Russians, Yugoslavs and Poles have. They 
have never lived under a German occupa- 
tion; they have never entered a land that 
the Germans entered before them. 


An Irritating Incident 


That is why the Americans stil! think 
the Germans human beings. They look like 
it. Their girls are easy with their friend- 
ship toward Americans. Every German girl 
has one ideal, and that is to become at all 
cost an American citizen. The Americans 
feel greatly flattered by such devotion and 
easy conquest, and with promptitude side 
with the Germans against us, 


Our gendarme comes upon a German 
farmer shooting a deer. He confiscates the 
deer for the factory kitchen, takes the gun 
away and locks up the farmer for infringe- 
ment of law. The farmer’s daughter brings 
American soldiers who let the German go, 
give him back his gun and also the deer= 
and lock up our gendarme, 


Now the matter becomes serious. Our 
officialdom has to turn to the American 
Military Government, There is an investi- 
gation. The gendarme is, of course, given 
his liberty, and the American commander 
gives an apology. And the Germans laugh 
at how the Americans “gave it to us.” 


Some Americans cannot understand, much 
less approve, that we have to evacuate all 
the Sudeten Germans into the Reich if our 
country is to be safe, They haven't lived 
our last seven years. 

Only those who saw Buchenwald share 
our opinion. The American command makes 
the mistake of not informing its entire 
army, so all would know in what country 
they are really living and with whom they 
are having friendly intercourse. War surely 
is not a friendly bout, after which the op- 
ponent is given a hand and helped to his 
feet. ‘

Mr. Tutt, the Loophole Man 


Jack Conroy in Chicago Sun Book Week 
“Mr. Tutt Finds a Way,” by Arthur Train, (Charlies 

Scribner’s Sons, New York.) 

Lawyer Ephraim Tutt has been giving 
lessons in legal adroitness to readers of the 
Saturday Evening Post for more than two 
decades. His foxte is discovering legal 
loopholes concealed in musty documents 
and forgotten records, and his research in- 
evitably benefits the underdog about to be 
taken for a ride in court. 

Though a Yankee, he ingratiates himself 
with the gentlefolk of the South by such 
thoughtful gestures as comparing the face 
of St. Peter on a church window to that of 
Gen. Robert E. Lee, and also by thwarting 
coarse and threatening bounders who are 
about to foreclose the mortgage on stately 
old Southern mansions inhabited by real 
gentry, 

Betimes, he cooks the goose of scheming 
Hezekiah Mason, banker and rival attorney 
in Mr. Tutt’s own Pottsville, who is con- 
sumed by a futile ambition to become a 
brother in the Sacred Camels of Menelik, 
an honor his gold can never buy. 

Author Train compares Ephraim Tutt to 
Pygmalion as well as Dr. Frankenstein's 
synthetic monster, for the Yankee lawyer, 
originally a creature of Train's imagina- 
tign, has assumed a life of his own in the 
public mind. “Yankee Lawyer,” published 
in 1943 as the autobiography of Ephraim 
Tutt, even included Tutt portraits, dug up 
by Train from his own family albums, ' 

. * . 


Train goes to some length to demonstrate 
that his hoax, resented so much by one 
customer that he sued on the ground that 
he had been rooked into paying $3.50 for a 
book purporting to be factual, has many 
precedents in literary history. The irate 
customer, however, maintained that a vol- 
ume of fiction—which “Yankée Lawyer” 
turned out to be—ought to cost no more 
than $2.50, or $3 at the most, 

This is Train's fourteenth book about 
Lawyer Tutt,.so the author must be hard 
put to invent new Knots for the resource- 
ful attorney to untie. The stories here in 
the main follow the tried and true formula, 
all sicklied o’er with the sweet treacle of 
platitudinous kindness and happy endings. 

Mr. Tutt lures a recalcitrant witness 
back to a desired jurisdiction by exploit- 
ing the latter’s love for fishing, he quotes 
Shakespeare and Sidney Lanier, fortifies 
himself with swigs from a jug of Old Doc 
Robinson’s Malt Extract. He upsets the 
applecart of a fortune-hunting cad who not 
only cheats at cards but is a draft-dodger. 

Mr. Tutt has not changed his basic be- 
havior in 20 years; neither has his creator 
altered the essential scheme, What was good 
enough for 1925 is good enough for 1945. 


AMERICANISM MINUS 


From the Birmingham (Ala.) News. 

Out on the West Coast some pseudo-pa- 
triots have been attacking Japanese-Ameri- 
cans, burning down buildings, sending 
threats and otherwise resorting to crim- 
inal acts against residents who have been 
accepted by authorities as law-abiding and 
loyal Americans. 

Such acts of terrorism are pretty much 
on the level of the Gestapo. They repre- 
sent the kind of thing that Americans 
died to stamp out over the world. When 
some of these hoodlums fire into a home 
where an American service flag flies, they 
are not inconsistent. For actions like theirs 
are an attack upon American traditions of 
fair play and justice and order under law. 

The national Government has had to siep 
into the situation because of a breakdown 
of local law enforcement. It is a reflection 
upon the communities—and a reminder 
that the rights of self-government do not 
justify actions contrary to the general wel- 
fare.

The defendant said he had first 
to answer a statement from Mor- 
net, whereupon Mongibeaux inter- 
jected: “It was Abetz.

(Otto Abetz was the Ger- 
man Ambassador -to occupied 
France). 

Laval shouted: “I must answer 
the prasecutor. He says that I 
was condemned to death at Mar- 
seille. I protest.” 

Jury Shouts at Laval. 

The jury almost en masse then 
shouted: “We want you to answer 
the question of the judge.” 

“You maintain your attitude?” 
Mongibeaux asked 

“You asked me a question and 
gave the answer at the same 
time,” screamed Laval. “That is 
illegal.” 

“T call 
charges an 
beaux replied. 

“Guards, Jead the defendant out. 
The session is suspended.” 

Earlier Laval read into the rec- 
ord a lengthy letter he had writ- 
ten to the Minister of Justice on 
Sept. 22, protesting over the early 
holding of his trial. This action 
brought from Mornet the charge 
that Laval was using dilatory tac- 
tics In trying to “draw out this 
trial as long as possible.” 

“The policy which we have to 
judge today is criminal,” the pros- 
ecutor continued. “It is the policy 
under which we have suffered for 
four years.” 

“I have never been an agent of 
the Germans,” Laval interrupted. 

The swarthy, three-time Pre- 
mier of France scored several vic- 
tories in yesterday's proceedings. 

Admits Shortcomings. 

The court admitted that Laval's 
pre-tria] examination was inade- 
quate, although it refused to post- 
pone the trial. 

Even the prosecution agreed 
that he could not be held respon- 
sible for everything up to and 
including formation of the Vichy 
government by the national assem- 
bly in July, 1940. 

When Laval asserted that “the 
prosecution accused me of just 
that,” Prosecutor Mornet replied: 
“We don’t charge you with arrang- 
ing that law, but with your mis- 
use of its powers after the regime 
Was established.” 

The prosecution conceded that 
Laval could not be held especially 
responsible for the Armistice with 
Germany. 

It was that prosecution admis- 
sion which furnished the keystone 
of Laval's defense. He claims that 
the armistice disarmed France) 
and committed it to refrain from | 
any military opposition to Ger- 
many. Thus, Laval says, he had 
no means to deal with the Nazis 
other than negotiations—and it is 
those negotiations which the 
prosecution charges constituted 
the act of intelligence with the 
enemy. 

Both Laval and the court itself, 
chided by the French press for 
its conduct of the trial, were more 
restrained yesterday than at the 
tumultuous opening proceedings. 

Laval was harsh when his tes- 
timony touched on Petain. 

In a confiding manner he asked 
the court “do you want to hear 
a story?” 

Then he told how he asked the 
Marshal one day if he realized 
the extent of his power. 

“You have more power than 
Louis XIV, for he (Louis) had to 
submit. his decrees to Parliament 
for ratification,” Laval said he 
told Petain. 

The Marshal, said Laval, “was 
so tickled with the story that a 
few days later, having forgotten 
that I told it to him, he retold me 
the same story.”

IT IS ANNOYING to read articles about the 
movies and interviews with celebrities and find 
that the writer has a corny attitude toward 
Hollywood and a condescending viewpoint toward 
motion pictures. In an otherwise interesting and 
informative interview with Charles Jackson, 
author of “The Lost Weekend,” Betty Leibowitz 
in the Herald-Tribune writes: “Then, after sell- 
ing his book to Paramount Pictures and seeing 
the film version of it, Jackson, unlike the usual 
author, was almost completely satisfied with the 
treatment it received.” 

Miss Leibowitz, like many other interviewers, 
has the old and wrong conception of the movies 
when she believes that most authors are dis- 
satisfied with what Hollywood does with their 
novels, and that good novels are ruined by 
Hollywood writers. This is definitely not so 
these days, for there are excellent scenarists in 
Hollywood, who have respect not only for the 
novel but also for their craft.

TO GIVE A few examples, I happen to know 
that John Steinbeck was very please@ with the 
screen play that Nunnally Johnson fashioned 
out of Steinbeck’s novel, “The Grapes of Wrath,” 
and heard Steinbeck tell Johnson so himself. 
Somerset Maugham has openly expressed his ap- 
proval of how Hollywood has translated some 
of his novels on celluloid. I know that he has 
read the scenario of “The Razor’s Edge,” and 
has told Lamar Trotti what a great job he did. 
Margaret Mitchel] has no complaint about the 
screen version of “Gone With the Wind,” Jan 
Struther was immensely pleased with “Mrs. 
Miniver,” and James Cain will tell you what a 
great job was done with his “Double Indemnity.” 

These examples are not exceptions to the rule. 
I could name many more. This not only applies 
to novels, but to plays. There have also been 
instances when even the film critics admitted 
that the motion picture version was superior 
to the original play. 

An important factor is that many novelists 
and playwrights realize that the motion picture 
is a different medium, and that their story, to be 
told properly, must be adapted to this medium. 
This is a fact that many people writing about 
movies don’t realize. Let’s get rid of this old- 
fashioned attitude toward the movies and the 
screen writer, for it is not only out of date, but 


also stupid.

F you have never had buckwheat 

cakes before you will find the 

flavor new and unusual, It is a 
taste to be cultivated, There are 
two tricks to getting nice evenly 
browned pancakes of a uniform 
size and shape. Heat your griddle 
slowly. If it is smooth enough 
and there is shortening in your 
recipe, you need not grease it. If 
it needs greasing, use an unsalted 
shortening and brush the surface 
evenly. At the right heat, the cake 
will brown evenly in about 2 min- 
utes. If it is too hot, they will 
brown in large dark and light 
splotches. If it ig not hot enough, 
the cakes will be pale in color and 
stodgy in appearance. 


Some people have learned to test 
their griddle with a drop of water 
which dances on the griddle at the 
right temperature. Before the war 
there were griddle thermometers 
on the market. They were won- 
derful for those unskilled in mak- 
ing pancakes. The correct tem- 
perature is about 300 degrees F. 
which is rather lower than the 
uninitiated would guess, Pour the 
batter by the quarter cup in one 
movement. Adding a bit more 
batter later will give you an un- 
even shape and an extra ring of 
color that shows the batter was 
not baked all at once. A pancake 
should only be turned once, so 
wait until the exposed surface is 
all full of breaking bubbles before 
you flit it over. It is OK to peak 
a little to see if the under surface 
is nice and brown,

IT SEEMS TO ME that we need 
to be reminded, all of us, that 
peace is no longer a question of

For 
that reason, I believe, something 
will have to jar us to the point of 
realizing that we now live in a 
new era; that when we talk about 
national defense as we did in the 
past, we are talking pure non- 
sense. Armies, navies, air forces, 
rompulsory military service, all of 
these things have to be reconsid- 
ered in the light of a new era, 
It is comforting to read about 
doing things in the old way.
